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Editorial Road Building 
This season has proved beyond a doubt 
that much public money has been wast­ 
ed hauling muck on tbe roads thinking 
it would serve tbe place of grave?. 
Sticky clay is worse than black dirt, 
especially when it fa freezing and thaw­ 
ing and when mixed with rubb’e stone, 
it is awful hard on both teams and vehi­ 
cles. 


If the* editorrwas superintendent of 
country roads, he would try building 
roads so there would be both dirt sod 
macadam tracks side by side; then when 
the roads are dry, we could drive on the 
dirt, which is much easier on the teams; 
and only use the hard roads when the 
earth is wet, soft and spongy. 
• 
* 
* 
Our ideal road #ould be to round up 
a wide pike, then cut out a level trench 
6 or 8 inches deep 8 ft wide on tbe north 
or east half of the pike (black dirt on 
the south sod west ha f will dry out 
quicker, bt tog next to the sun) and fill 
it rounding full of crushed stone or pure 
gravel covering tbe surface with fine 
gravel or powdered stone; then let it 
arone, except when it needs repairs: 
don’t scrape any dirt onto macadam 
roads; but if ruts form, open them so 
the water can run out, then fill up the 
ruts. 


For tbe best sci aper to smooth our 
present roads, we would suggest a 
cylinder roller 8 feet long, 2 feet in 
diameter at the ends and 18 inches at 
the middle built solid and set in a bal* 
a need frame with a pole like a farm 
roller. In front of each end of the rol­ 
ler set a share 5 it long at an angle of 
45 degrees t a* k to be controlled by an 
independent sin.pie lever and tbe whole 
spread to re..ch out not over 12 ft. Two 
teams abreast with two drivers, could 
handle the entire ma* hine and do good 
w ork on 20 miles of road a day. Such 
a machine would Le cheaper and do 
better work than the present graders 
with less than bali the labor.

W hen Basil Valentia, in the Middle 
Ages, published “The Trium phal C a­ 
reer of Antim ony,” most of the then 
know n world thought he bad discov­ 
ered a way for m aking gold, b ut his 
claim s were false. 
From a different 
standpoint, here in California to-day, 
a sim ilar claim is made. 
In the shadow of 
the statue of 
M arshall, the discoverer of gold in 
California, a Sacram ento assayer, J. 
Addison M arshall by name, has w ork­ 
ed for years on the fascinating prob­ 
lem of the artificial 
production 
or 
“grow th” of gobi. 
H e thinks he bas 
solved tin* problem on plain, scientific 
linos. 
Ho contends that ho can read­ 
ily dem onstrate the artificial grow th of 
gold from the elim inated crystal, ju st 
as the potato develops from the cell; 
th a t he can produce gold from silver 
and iron with the incidental produc­ 
tion of m ercury and copper. 


M arshall, who was in tho city to­ 
day, says the San Francisco E xam in­ 
er, claim s to he able to produce in­ 
dubitable proof th a t gold and silver 
can be grown from the base m inerals 
and earths in the sam e w ay th a t vege­ 
tables are grown, save th at 
m etals 
grow by the form ation of th a t little 
understo* I object, the crystal, instead 
of by the building up of coils. 
Ile calls bis new discovery the dy- 
noleclrie system. 
In His 
opinion, it 
will cause a revolution in gold get­ 
ting. 
It is a system of combining the 
forces of heat, electricity and chemi­ 
cal action whereby the precious m et­ 
als are obtained in paying quantities 
from sources never before suspected. 
It involves the analysis and applica­ 
tion of the sam e laws of nature which 
placed the precious 
m etals 
in 
the 
ea r th ’s crust. 
In giving an outline of 
bis experim ents, Mr. M arshall said: 
“ In a very early experim ent, which 
was strictly chemical, I found gold 
and silver appear in the earthy m atter 
upon 
which 
I 
was 
experim enting, 
which could not be found or accounted 
for by accepted m ethods: th at is to 
say, tile fire assay and Hie chemical 
analysis. 
W ith these m etals also ap­ 
peared a certain form 
of 
red 
iron 
which 
am algam ated 
w ith mercury, 
which ordinary iron dot*a not do. 
I 
learned later th a t this w as iron in a 
process of change to the precious m et­ 
als. 
“This may be a startling proposi­ 
tion. b u t is it not supported by analo­ 
gy in every other departm ent of na­ 
ture? 
W h at is there in the anim al or 
vegetable 
world 
which 
has 
not 
•grown?* Science has stopped short at 
a chemical ‘elem ent’ and said it could 
go no further; but would not analogy 
indicate 
th a t 
even 
‘elem ents’ 
have 
‘grown* from simple m atter? 
Be th a t 
as it may. it is easily dem onstrated 
by the dynolectric that th* molecules 
of gold or silver can bo ‘grown* tile 
sam e as horses or 
potables 
‘grow. 
save th a t it is by the production of 
th a t 
unexplained 
organization, 
the 
crystal, while anim als aud vegetables 
•grow* by the addition of cells. 
This 
is why the results of the earths and 
ores treated by dynolectric show an In­ 
crease iii the yield for thirty, sixty 
and sometimes even ninety days after 
the trea tm e n t aud until the chemicals 
or m inerals lh the ores are exhausted.”

The International Congress of Invent­ 
ors has been formed, with headquarters 
in Rochester, N. Y. George F. Gallagher 
is president. 
The mills In Minneapolis. Minn., last 
year turned out 
barrels, or 
713,360 more 
barrels than were made 
there in RMM. 
The mill* of the North­ 
west ground up last 
year 102.24fi.000 
bushels of wheat. 
These figures fairly 
stagger the imagination. 
The United States exported coal to the 
value of $31,215,028 last year. Ten years 
ago our exports were valued at $11,000.- 
000. 
Although we produce an immensely 
largerquantity of coal than Great Britain, 
the latter country exports over five times 
as much as we do, shipping abroad over 
40.000.000 tons in 1905, as against our 
9.000.000 tons. 
“The first quarter of this year will 
see an increase of 25 per cent, in the 
growth of labor unions in this country,” 
said Samuel Goinpers. President of the 
American Federation of* Ioibor, the other 
day. 
He also said the outlook for labor 
unions was never better than at the pres­ 
ent time. 
He said he did not favor the 
pending bill relating to the amendment 
of the Chinese exclusion act. 
The quarterly reports 
of 
the 
Iron 
Molders’ Union have been received by 
the local unions and show the organiza­ 
tion is gaining strength numerically and 
financially. 
During the fourth quarter 
of 1905 $.’*9,417 was paid out in 
sick 
benefits, making a total of $173,9441.25 
paid out of this fund during the year.

Associa­ 
tion, which they are required 
to 
join. 
Part of the obligation provides 
that ‘he 
men shall refrain from taking part in any 
movement for the formation of a labor 
union. 
Progress of industry in our Southern 
States is well illustrated by a writer in 
Moody’s magazine. He shows that in 1895 
about 3,000 locomotives sufficed to main­ 
tain the train servi<*e on the four princi­ 
pal railway lines traversing the Southern 
States east of the Mississippi Ris*r. 'Hie 
freight traffic was of such proportion that 
less than 95.000 cars of ihis class were 
then necessary to equip these lines. 
In 
the last ten yearn, however, the records 
show that the expansion of these trans­ 
portation systems has been so rapid that 
5,000 locomotives are now in .service and 
the freight equipment has been increased 
to 200,000 cars. 
Martin Kellar, a waiter in a Seattle 
cafe, a few weeks ago overheard guests at 
his table discussing the chances of making 
a fortune in Tacoma tide lands. 
Having 
saved up $2,000. Kellar boarded the uext 
train and seen red an option on a block 
of tide lands, and in a few days after­ 
ward received an offer from the Union 
Pacific of $80,000 for the block of land* 
on which he held the option at $20,000. 
lie cleared up $00,000 on his investment 
of $2,000, but has gone back to his old 
business as a waiter. 
He finds that tips 
are sometimes more valuable than those 
who give them are aware. 
“ In the State of California and other 
States of the Union of the Pacific coast 
the Chinese and the Japanese have driv­ 
en the white man off the soil,” said Wal­ 
ter Macarthur, at the recent session of 
the National Civic Federation. 
“They 
have driven tile white man out of certain 
industries, not only the laboring man. 
but the business man. 
In mo me sections 
of California they are establishing banks 
and driving the bankers out of business. 
It is not simply a question of protecting 
labor, it is a question of protecting all 
cla sses of men. 
Just as sure as these 
Japanese are permitted to come in here 
without let or hindrance, they will drive 
us all across the Rocky Mountains.”

Nine years ago, the jietitioners say, Ger­ 
many's sugar exports occupied first place 
in value, but the total exports now have 
sunk to fifth place.

Chicago was visited by the heav­ 
iest snowstorm of tile winter, and the

THE HORSE STILL WITH US. 


L et no one imagine that the horse 
is soon to become an object of cu­ 
riosity. Bicycles have come and gone, 
and the automobile has been making 
considerable noise the last few years, 
and cutting up capers and people, 
while the horse has been quietly eat­ 
ing oats, until now the farm er w ill 
«. pasture full, of the right kind of 
horses can sell them and buy a bank. 
Horses have been steadily going up in 
price, which Is much better than blow­ 
ing up, as the automobile has been 
doing. Automobiles will come and go, 
may puff in and speed out, but his 
m ajesty the horse rem ains monarch of 
the road against all competition. No 
machine ever built or still uninvented 
will successfully dispute his reign. He 
has withstood the locomotive, merely 
perm itting it to do the heavy work 
and give him an easier lift. 
Inventions will crop up from time 
to time, but none th at will dispute 
the 
horse’s 
place in 
the 
people’s 
hearts, for. always, excepting the hu­ 
man race, the horse Is the most beau­ 
tiful thing made of flesh and blood; 
and 
perhaps 
the 
human 
animal 
scarcely 
deserves 
to 
be 
excepted, 
when we consider how men and wo­ 
men deform them selves by foolish 
habits. 
Fashionable horse shows are fre­ 
quent all over the country, extraordi­ 
nary Inducements being offered for 
fine animals, and I see in this and 
other facts signs of increasing inter­ 
est In the horse beautiful, with an at­ 
tendant interest in breeding. 
Buyers 
are today searching the country for 
good horses of all kinds, and are of­ 
fering better prices th in were offered 
six months ago. 
Another im portant 
factor to be seriously considered is 
the foreign demand 
for 
American 
horses, which Is increasing at a phe­ 
nomenal rate, a shipload of horses be­ 
ing exported weekly. 
England, Ger­ 
many, France, Scotland and in fact 
all Europe concedes that America can 
raise better horses for less money 
than any other country in the world, 
and Europe may be depended upon to 
take all the surplus stock in the coun­ 
try at fair prices. 
Haphazard breeding is the order of 
the day among farm ers; 
too often 
they breed without a purpose, not car­ 
ing what is crossed with what, so that 
the result is a colt which can he m ar­ 
keted. 
The average farm er is, above j 
all others, the man who must m arket : 
his produce at a good price in order 
to make both ends meet, to say noth­ 
ing of making farm ing pay; and yet 
he persistently neglects to take the 
one step which will bring him good 
prices. 
It is only by repeated admon­ 
itions, urging and prodding that he 
will ever he induced 
to 
take 
fore­ 
thought enough to control by projier 
breeding the quality of stock he m ar­ 
kets. 
Not until he does this will he 
m ake breeding pay. I will say that I 
am not afraid that the horseless age 
is upon us; not while the automobile 
rem ains blind to your actions of kind­ 
ness and dumb to the sound of your 
voice, not w’hile the horse is the de­ 
lightful company he is, whether In the 
stable, under the saddle or in the har­ 
ness. 
Certain it is that as far back 
into the ages as we can trace *his as­ 
sociation 
with 
hum an 
beings 
the 
horse appears as the friend and inti­ 
m ate companion of man. 
He steps 
down the ages decked with the flow­ 
ers and w reaths of love, poetry, ro­ 
mance and chivalry no less than with 
the stern trappings of heroism and 
war. “Man’s inhum anity to m an" and 
beast is justly lam ented; but so as­ 
sociated with the sentim ent and ne- 


POVLTRY NOTES. 
Rem ember that a 
warm 
poultry* 
house will lessen the feed bi!!. 
Over-crowding the poultry-house is 
dangerous business and should nover 
be practiced. 
By crowding too m any 
living bodies in a limited space it will 
surely bring disease and disaster. Y e 
know it is a great tem ptation to keep 
all the nice pullets over but we should 
not unless we can properly accommo­ 
date them. 
Excessive cold and heat are two 
very im portant factors 
for 
us 
to 
study, for they are both very produc­ 
tive of disease. 
We should strive to 
m ake the house as warm as possible 
without the use of artificial heat, al­ 
lowing them enough ventilation to 
keep the air pure. 
O verheating is 
usually caused by over-crowding. 
Fowls m ust have grit to digest the 
food. 
When taken into the gizzard, 
it grinds up the food in a rotary mo­ 
tion which is part of the process of 
digestion. Keep gravel on hand, burn 
clam-shells and bones, pound up all 
the broken dishes and give the coal 
ashes for a dust bath occasionally. 
If the combs of your hens become 
frozen, do not expect them to lay un­ 
til they are healed. 
Melt a little fresh 
lard, into which put a few drops of 
turpentine and saturate 
the 
combs 
with this, being careful not to use too 
much turpentine, this m ixture will re­ 
move the soreness and help them to 
heal. 
By having the furnishings of the 
poultry-house such as nests, roosts, 
and troughs so arranged as to perm it 
of their being taken outside when it 
is desirable to clean up the premises, 
as the floor and house can then be 
more conveniently renovated and the 
appliances can be better cleaned out­ 
side. 
When building 
make 
every­ 
thing about the house as simple as 
possible, so it may be easily and thor­ 
oughly cleaned—M. D. H. in Indiana 
Farm er.

GRINDING CORN FOR SWINE. 
We believe in feeding swine so that 
they will have something 
to 
keep 
them busy as w’ell as for the best re­ 
sults to be obtained from the grain, 
so we feed the corn w hole and usually 
on^ the cob until it gets 
hard 
and 
flinty, when it is either shelled and 
soaked a little to soften it or soaked 
on the cob. 
All other 
grains 
are 
ground because it has been demon­ 
strated that the sm aller 
grains 
go 
through the anim als and do them but 
little good. 
Carrying out the plan of 
keeping the swine busy, we always 
have something for them to chew on 
—cornstalks, squares of sod, apples, 
potatoes and other vegetables, and we 
do not see that they take on fat any 
slower because of this plan of feed­ 
ing. 
Pure w ater is given them in 
clean troughs twice a day. and we 
know they thrive better for having it. 
—Indianapolis News. 


BUILDINGS FOR CHICKENS. 
To get eggs, suitable buildings m ust 
be provided for the chickens. Do not 
force or allow them to roost in trees 
not in the barn or on the farm im­ 
plements and vehicles. 
A 
definite 
plan and arrangem ent with reference 
to the farm poultry-, coupled with a 
small amount of energy, will work 
wanders.

The percentage of farm s in this 
province (Ontario) on which sheep 
raising cannot be made a profitable 
industry is very‘■small indeed. 
There 
are a num ber of reasons why sheep 
should be kept on every farm. Farm ­ 
ing has changed wonderfully during 
the last fifteen years. 
We then sold 
our raw products direct. 
Now we 
have become m anufacturers as well 
as farm ers, and are putting a more 
finished product on the m arket. 
We 
are using anim als as m achines to in­ 
crease the value of our farm products. 
•I believe that through the sheep we 
can get more from the feed we grow 
than through any other animal. 
Ten 
years ago I ventured the statem ent 
that we could double the annual value 
of the farm products of O ntarla by 
selling our grain in the form of live­ 
stock rather than in the raw state. 
W hat I then predicted has come to 
pass; our output has doubled, 
I do 
not believe ihere is any class of an­ 
imal that can do more toward still 
further increasing the wealth produc­ 
ing value of Ontario farm s than the 
sheep. 
The next point In their favor is that 
no class of livestock can be handled 
with so little labor, and one of the 
greatest difficulties on the farm dur­ 
ing the last five years has been the 
question of labor. 
The third, and perhaps the greatest, 
point In favor of sheep, Is their qual­ 
ity as money m akers. 
There is no 
class #f m eat producing stock that 
can.be prepared for m arket so cheap­ 
ly as the sheep. 
The cost of produc­ 
ing mutton as compared with beef is 
altogether in favor of mutton. 
I am 
satisfied th at you can produce one 
hundred pounds of lamb at a cost 
of $1 to $2 less than it costs to put 
one hundred jxmnds of weight on a 
steer when w inter finishing is prac­ 
tised. and at the sam e time the aver­ 
age selling 
price of 
well 
finished 
lam bs in February and March has 
been from 75 cents to $1 a hundred­ 
weight more than the selling price of 
export cattle in April and May.—John 
Campbell, before the Dominion Sheep 
Breeders’ Association in Tribune Far­ 
mer.

A controversy over the provision* of 
the railroad rate bill occupied the Senate 
Wednesday. 
Mr. Rayner was the chief 
speaker, and his criticism of the suspen­ 
sion feature of the measure drew replies 
from Messrs. Foraker. Lodge, Dolliver, 
Aldrich, Tillman nnd Knox. 
A bill was 
(Hissed authorizing Rear Admiral C. IL 
Davis to accept gifts offered him by the 
British and Russian governments, and 
also a resolution calling on the Secretary 
of W ar for copies of reports and other 
communications between the W ar Depart­ 
ment and officials in the Philippines re­ 
specting rile recent battle on Mount Dajo. 
The second day of general debate in the 
House on the legislative, executive and 
judicial apropriation bill developed a lim­ 
ited discussion of the plan to retire aged 
clerks, interspersed with a 
speech on 
statehood by Mr. Babcock (W is.), one 
on the restriction of immigration by Mr. 
Gardner (M ass.) ond a presentation of 
reasons why the jurisdiction of Federal 
courts 
should 
be restricted in certain 
cases where jurisdiction is acquired be­ 
cause the litigants are citizens of different 
States by Mr. G arrett ( Tenn.). 
Mr. 
Grosvenor (Ohio) attacked the civil ser­ 
vice laws. 


The report of Mr. Tillman on the House 
rate bill, the reading of the views of Mr. 
Newlands and a speech by Mr. Nelson 
on that subject occupied the time the Sen­ 
ate devoted to the regulation 
measure 
Thursday. 
The message of the President 
regarding the recent Moro battle was 
read, and Mr. Bacon spoke of the affair 
as a “slaughter.” 
Mr. Lodge urged that 
criticism be withheld until all the facts 
should be made known. 
The House reso­ 
lution, broadening the powers of the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission in its in­ 
vestigation of charges of discrimination 
against railroads, was adopted. A resolu­ 
tion by Mr. Stone directing an inquiry 
into the Postoffice Departm ent’s rulings 
on the admission of college publications 
to the mails as second-class m atter was 
passed. 
The 
additional 
power which 
President Roosevelt suggested should be 
given the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion in making the special investigation 
into the relations of the coal and oil in­ 
dustries with the railroads was conferred 
by the House in the pasage of the Town­ 
send resolution. 
During debate on the 
legislative, executive and judicial appro­ 
priation bill severe criticism of the recent 
battle in the Philippines was made by 
Mr. Jones (V a.).

The House indulged in the first 
real filibustering of the session.

due to the attem pt of Mr. Prince of Illi­ 
nois to put through his bill abolishing 
the grade of lieutenant general in the

away 
the 
chances of promotion for Generals Cor­ 
bin and M acArthur. 
For several hours 
the leaders of both factions exhausted 
tile possibilities of parliamentary tactics. 
and when a truce was declared the bill 
stood as the regular order of business. 
and an amendment by Mr. Grosvenor to 
let in Corbin and M acArthur was saved : 
from defeat only by the absence of a 1 
quorum. 
Previously there had been four 
hours of debate ou the legislative bill, 
during 
which 
Mr. Shackleford (Mo.) 
scored Speaker Cannon's 
rule 
of 
the 
House. 
Adjournment until Monday was 
voted. 


The rate bill monopolized the attention 
of the Senate Monday, Messrs. McCreary, 
Bailey and Heyburn making speeches. 
After passing a bill for the establishment 
of a fish culture station in Nebraska ad­ 
journment was taken. 
The bill abolish­ 
ing the grade of lieutenant general of the 
army was passed by the House, with an 
amendment providing that it 
go 
into 
effect Oct. 12 next, so that Gens. Corbin 
and M acArthur may be promoted before 
their retirement. 
A bill reclassifying the 
consular service and providing for in­ 
creases in salaries amounting to $170,906 
a year was passed. 
In the afternoon the 
legislative appropriation bill was taken 
up. 
A joint resolution* providing for the 
extension of time to Aug. 15 next for the 
opening of the Shoshone reservation in 
Wyoming was passed. 
The recent battle 
at Mount Dajo was the theme for an ex­ 
change of compliments among the repre­ 
sentatives. 
Several bills of local impor­ 
tance were passed. 


The Senate Tuesday passed the pen­ 
sion appropriation bill, carrying $140,- 
OUO.000. 
The railroad rate bill was laid 
aside for the day. and the fortifications 
appropriation bill taken up.

ion for defenses in the Dhilippines was 
eliminated and the am ount for Hawaii 
cut to $2603KKl. 
Consideration of tilt 
measure was not completed. At 5:05 th*’ 
Senate went into executive session and 
adjourned fifteen minutes later.

House was hound up in m atters of small 
moment, that section of the legislative 
appropriation bill fixing salaries for the 
officers and employes of the House being 
up for consideration.

creases wen* lost on points of order and 
great economy was exercised.

Formerly each hole was bored by 
hand by a carpenter after the ends 
had been squared, and the intervals 
carefully measured.

A fitting complement to this, and part 
of the same machine, is a sharpener 
exactly like the 5-eent pendl-shnrpeners 
used by schoolboys, but large enough 
to take in an inch stick. 
Round sticks 
an inch thick are fed to this, which au­ 
tomatically sharpens the end and cuts 
off a piece as* long aa a pin should he, 
drops It, and sharpens the 
cut 
end 
again.

In a head-on collision on a curve 
near Adobe, (.’oh, aliout I* o’clock F ri­ 
day morning, the heavy New Mexico 
and Colorado express and the Leadville- 
Deuver local No. Id of the Denver and 
Rio Grande Railroad were turned into 
a mass of wreckage aud fifty persons 
were reported killed. 
Failure to deliv­ 
er the train dispatcher’* revised orders, 
making a change in meeting points, was 
the direct cause of the disaster. 
A blinding blizzard prevailed at the 
time of the wreck. 
Fire which envel­ 
oped the ruins of the coaches and ex­ 
press aud mail cars a moment after the 
collision added its horrors to the scene. 
Many bodies taken from the burning 
mass could not be identified, so badly 
are they charred. 
Relief trains were 
sent from Pueblo and Florence as soon 
as news of the disaster was received by 
the railroad authorities, but because of 
of the told. snow and smoke from the 
burning wreck the work of the relief 
crews was slow. 
The express train, known as No. 3, 
w'as a double-header. 
Death came to 
Engineer W alter Gauslet of the first en­ 
gine of the express as he sat in his 
cab trying to 
work 
the emergency 
brakes. Firem an A. II. Smith, in Engi­ 
neer Causlet’s engine, saw the headlight 
of No. HI as the latter rounded the 
curve about 200 yards away, rushed to 
his engineer’s side to warn him and 
jumped. 
Engineer William Hollis of 
the local was killed iii his cab. 
His 
charred body was recovered and easily 
identified. Firem an Suddworth also was 
killed. 
Little short of marvelous was the 
escape from death of Engineer Grant 
Ivelker and Firem an H arry Hartm an, 
crew' of the second engine of No. 3. 
Kelker saw No. Id’s headlight 
and, 
opening his air valve to the limit, 
shouted to his fireman. 
Both jumped 
from the cab.

The scene of the wreck is near mile 
[lost 147, where a bluff makes the road 
turn sharply. 
It is only a short dis­ 
tance west of the place where passen­ 
ger train No. HI and freight train No. 
(13 collided Oct. 1.7. UKK!, causing the 
death of seven lier so us and the injury 
of many. 
Conditions at this point are 
trying even in normal weather, because 
the Santa Fe tracks parallel the Denver 
and Rio Grande rails. 
It is easy for 
an engineman of the Rio* Grande to 
suppose th at an approaching headlight 
is th at of a Santa Fe engine. 
It is 
impossible for the engineineu to sec 
each other’s trains until the locomotives 
are within 200 yards of each other. 
The three engines were destroyed, but 
none of the tourist and standard sleep­ 
ers was demolished. 
It is said that the train dispatcher 
originally intended to have No. 3 and 
No. IG meet at Adobe, one aud one-half 
miles from the scene of the wreck. At 
Florence the conductor and engineer 
of No. IG received orders to meet No. 
3 at Beaver, five miles east of Portland. 
The express train, it was said, was to 
have received sim ilar orders at Swal­ 
lows, but in the blizzard the train may 
have ran past an order board. 
No or­ 
ders were given to No. 3 to hold at 
Beaver for tile local and the double­ 
header rushed on toward Adobe. 
The 
collision followed.

Woman Stirred by Bra ti nu; to Ca­ 
ravel Altamont Mystery. 
Betrayed by his wife and his brother- 
in-law, Frank Grant of Altamont is in 
custody in the Effingham jail on a charge 
of murdering “Shop” Kirkpatrick, a for­ 
mer 
blacksmith 
of 
Mattoon, 
several 
months ago. Grant’s denouncement came 
about in a most sensational manner and 
demonstrates that “hell hath no fury like 
a woman scorned.” 
Kirkpatrick was 
murdered on the night of July IO last in 
an alley at Altamont. 
Frank Grant and 
George Frogman, his brother-in-law. were 
suspected of the crime and were lionud 
over to the grand jury. They were unable 
to give bail and were confined in the coun­ 
ty jail. The grand jury met and was un­ 
able to obtain any evidence to substantiate 
the charge aud the men were released and 
returned to Altamont. 
Several days ago 
Grant went on a debauch and severely 
beat his wife. 
She had him arrested for 
assault and battery and during the trial 
she went on the stand and accused her 
husband of having murdered Kirkpatrick. 
Her story was corroborated by lier broth­ 
er, Frogman, and Grant was again bound 
over on a charge of murder. From their 
•tories Grant and Frogman had been 
drinking and were in the alley where the 
dead man’s body was found. Kirkpatrick, 
who was intoxicated, passed through the 
alley and got into an altercation with 
Grant. The latter seized a 2x4 scantling 
and struck Firkin! I rick over the head, 
crushing iii his skull. 
When the two men 
learned next day that their victim was 
dead they agreed to keep silence.

Strike of Anthracite 
Miner* 
Now 
Seems Probable. 
The coal mint* situation is far from 
being settled. 
No man can prophesy 
with any degree of certainty ju st what 
the outcome will be. From present ap­ 
pearances, however, it seems likely th at 
the bituminous miners will receive a 
considerable advance in wages rang­ 
ing anywhere from 5.5 to 12 per cent. 
This, however, is dependent upon the 
outcome of the dispute between the 
anthracite miners and operators. 
The 
anthracite miners have demanded an 
increase in wages, an eight-hour day, 
equalized pay and other modifications 
of the present system. 
The ojierators 
have announced that they will refuse 
every one of these demands. 
If the 
men force the operators to increase 
wages or if they close the mines by 
striking, the bituminous ojierators will 
grant the advance demanded of them, 
for the reason that the increased cost 
of production or the lessened output of 
anthracite would create a greater de­ 
mand for soft coni and therefore give 
them an entering wedge into a m arket 
now controlled by their rivals. 
The 
success of the bituminous miners de­ 
pends, it would seem, on the anthracite 
men either going on strike or winning 
their demands, and at the present mo­ 
ment a strike seems probable. The op­ 
erators claim they have so much coal 
on hand th at unless a strike is pro­ 
longed during the greater jiart of a 
year it will not be necessary to raise 
the price of coal.
